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Laurens  County  leads  the  wa\  toward  $10  million: 


Second  Century  Fund  Kicks  Off  October  12 


Mark  October  12  as  a  big  date  for  Presbyterian  College. 
That's  when  the  largest  single  fund-raising  campaign — 
the  $10  million  Second  Century  Fund  —  gets  officially 
launched  at  the  kickoff  dinner  for  the  Laurens  County  drive. 
And  from  this  home  county,  the  great  PC  effort  during  the 
next  1 8  months  will  touch  every  South  Carolina  and  Georgia 
corner  of  the  Sj'nod  of  the  Southeast,  as  well  as  alumni, 
foundations  and  other  friends  of  every  stripe. 

C.  W.  Anderson  of  Clinton,  retired  president  of  C.  W. 
Anderson  Hosiery  Co.,  serves  as  general  campaign  chairman. 

The  campaign  already  has  been  ignited  by  an  enthusiastic 
advanced-gift  response  from  trustees  who  met  in  special 
session  here  on  September  16.  A  report  on  the  tremendous 
board  support  will  be  made  immediately  after  the  trustees 
complete  their  own  personal  subscriptions  at  their  annual 
fall  meeting  scheduled  for  October  27-28. 

Also  "jumping  the  gun"  in  advanced-gift  efforts  is  the  PC 
campus  community  of  faculty  and  staff  members.  Librarian 
Lennart  Pearson,  campus  drive  chairman,  began  on  Sep- 
tember 23  with  a  team  of  faculty  solicitors  making  individual 
contacts  over  the  next  three  weeks. 

The  Laurens  County  opening  drive  has  special  signifi- 
cance, because  this  relatively  small  home  area  of  Presbyterian 
College  historically  has  been  the  unusually  generous  launch- 
ing pad  for  all  of  the  successful  capital  funds  campaigns  of 
the  past.  On  three  previous  occasions,  approximately  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  campaign  goal  has  come  from  this  county. 
And  the  wholehearted  endorsement  of  the  home  community 
has  assured  other  areas  that  the  PC  program  merits  support. 

Business  leaders  George  H.  Comelson  of  Clinton  and 
Thomas  D.  Todd  of  Laurens  serve  as  Laurens  Coimty  co- 
chairmen.  Comelson  is  executive  vice-president  of  Clinton 
Mills  and  is  a  former  member  of  the  PC  board  of  trustees. 
Todd  is  co-owner  of  Spratt  Grocery  Co.  and  an  active  alum- 
nus of  the  College.  Both  have  taken  effective  leadership 
roles  in  previous  fund-raising  efforts  for  Presbyterian  College. 

Extensive  personal  solicitations  in  Laurens  County  are 
scheduled  to  be  completed  before  Thanksgiving.  By  that 
time,  organizational  efforts  already  will  have  reached  other 
points  in  the  Synod  in  preparation  for  seeking  funds  among 
these  Presbyterian  church  congregations,  starting  in  January. 

Chairman  Anderson  said  the  $10  million  is  vitally  needed 
for  these  purposes: 

1.  $7.15  million  for  endowment  as  designated  below: 

•  $3  million  to  underwrite  scholarships  and  other  forms 


of  financial  aid  to  help  needy  students  get  an  education. 

•  $2.5  million  to  strengthen  the  faculty  in  terms  of  en- 
dowed professorships,  salary  increments,  and  faculty 
development  through  study  and  research. 

•  $1.15  million  for  academic  endowment  to  support  cur- 
riculum enrichment,  new  programs,  library  books, 
audio-visuals  and  other  teaching  tools. 

•  $500,000  to  provide  regular  income  for  maintenance 
resources. 

2.  $750,000  for  renovations  in  the  physical  plant: 

•  Funds  to  restore  and  refurbish  structually  sound  old 
buildings  such  as  the  old  library  for  exclusive  use  as 
an  administrative  facility,  Jacobs  Hall,  Springs  Gym- 
nasium as  a  recreation  center,  Smyth  and  Spencer 
dormitories. 

3.  $2.1  million  for  other  basic  needs: 

•  Resources  to  establish  a  management  revolving  fund 
from  which  PC  may  borrow  during  low-income  summer 

months  or  in  emergency,  to  provide  for  completion 
costs  of  new  buildings  increased  by  inflation,  and  to 
underwrite  campus  landscaping. 

The  campaign  executive  committee  is  headed  by  General 
Chairman  Anderson  and  includes  these  other  leaders:  J.  Aus- 
tin Dilbeck,  Atlanta  insurance  executive  and  PC  trustee 
chairman;  Ellison  S.  McKissick,  Jr.,  of  Greenville,  president 
of  Alice  Manufacturing  Co.;  Robert  M.  Vance,  president  of 
Clinton  Mills  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  M.  S.  Bailey  & 
Son,  Bankers;  Joseph  Walker,  Jr.,  of  Columbia,  president 
of  Joseph  Walker  &  Co.;  Langdon  S.  Flowers  of  Thomas- 
ville,  Ga.,  president  of  Flowers  Industries;  P.  L.  Bealy  Smith, 
Atlanta  insurance  executive;  and  Comelson.

Ben  Ivey  Resigns  as  Student  Dean 


An  advisory  search  committee  works 
toward  recommending  a  replacement 
for  Benjamin  F.  Ivey,  Jr.,  who  earlier 
this  month  announced  his  resignation 
after  five  years  as  dean  of  students.  It 
is  effective  December  31 — or  sooner  if 
a  replacement  is  named  before  that 
date. 

Ivey  said  he  feels  he  has  made  what- 
ever contribution  he  can  to  the  PC 
program  and  now  looks  to  opportuni- 
ties elsewhere. 

President  Weersing  accepted  the 
resignation  with  regret  and  praised 
Ivey's  dedicated  efforts  in  behalf  of 
the  College.    He  added: 

"Ben  Ivey  has  made  an  effective 
dean  of  students.  He  has  been  devoted 
to  this  college  as  an  alumnus  and  forth- 
right in  assuming  responsibilities  in 
many  areas  of  campus  life.  Our  present 
system  of  campus  security  is  one  ex- 
ample of  major  improvement  initiated 
under  his  leadership." 

Ben  Ivey  became  dean  of  students 
here  in  1971,  after  being  affiliated  with 
the  Laurens  Glass  Company  for  one 
year.   Previously,  he  had  served  for  21 


years  as  an  Army  officer,  including  two 
tours  in  Vietnam  as  well  as  service  in 
Europe  and  the  Middle  East.  A  native 
of  Cheraw,  he  earned  his  BA  degree 
from  PC  in  1949  and  attended  the 
Command  and  General  Staff  College 
and  seven  other  Army  officer  career 
schools. 

The  search  committee — composed  of 
administrative  officers,  faculty  members 
and  students — already  is  considering  a 
number  of  applicants  for  the  position 
and  hopes  to  complete  its  work  within 
the  next  few  weeks.  Inquiries  on  the 
subject  may  be  addressed  to  committee 
chairman  Ben  Hay  Hammet,  director 
of  alumni  &  college  relations.

Special  Trustee  Session  Boosts 
$10  Million  Capital  Funds  Drive 

An  enthusiastic  advanced-gift  response  by  members  of 
the  board  of  trustees  has  set  a  high  standard  and  provided 
impetus  for  the  October  12  launching  of  PC's  great  $10 
million  Second  Century  Fund. 

Sixteen  trustees,  one-half  of  the  board  membership,  came 
to  the  campus  for  the  special  called  meeting  on  September 
16.  They  discussed  final  plans  for  the  campaign  and  indi- 
cated a  large  financial  commitment  on  their  own  part  to 
assure  success  of  the  vital  program.  Clinton  business  leader 
C.  W.  Anderson,  fellow  trustee  who  is  general  campaign 
chairman,  led  the  discussion  and  expressed  deep  satisfaction 
over  the  tremendous  board  support  in  responding  to  PC  needs. 

Other  board  members  will  be  back  for  the  regular  fall 
meeting  on  October  27-28.  After  all  trustees  have  completed 
their  own  personal  solicitations,  a  report  on  board  support 
will  be  made. 


Fall  Enrollment  Totals  821 


This  fall's  enrollment  stands  at  821  students,  down 
slightly  from  last  year  as  the  result  of  fewer  men  registered 
for  the  current  session. 

The  total,  composed  of  450  men  and  371  women,  com- 
pares to  850  enrolled  last  fall  and  843  at  the  start  of  the 
1974-75  academic  year.  The  decrease  is  due  to  a  smaller 
freshman  class  registering  this  fall. 

A  more  extensive  student-recruitment  program,  to  as- 
sure more  well-qualified  applicants  for  next  fall,  already 
is  being  put  into  operation.  Alumni  are  urged  to  assist  with 
recommendations. 

The  1976-77  PC  student  body  has  representation  from 
18  states  and  four  foreign  countries.  South  Carolina  leads 
with  492.  Georgia  has  supplied  207;  Florida,  38;  North 
Carolina,  37;  Alabama,  8;  Maryland,  7;  and  Tennessee  and 
Virginia,  6  each.
